Observatory on Record. 
The Tyrolese are going to do the highest ob­ 
servatory on record. The advantages of refni- 
lar accounts of what goes on a few thousand 
reet above us have long been recognized bv 
meteorologists. The difficulty is, how to get 
them ; and the nature of the chief obstacle 
may h e gathered from the description of the 
kind of quarters in process of construction for 
the new hermit of the Bonnblick. He has to 
dwell in u log house on ordinary days, as in a 
stone residence he would probably be fro zen 
to death. 
But although his wooden habitation is con­ 
structed as strongly and solidly os pomible 
and anchored to the rock by steel wire ropes! 
it is anticipated that of a stormy night the 
whole structure may slip its cable and c ruise 
off bodily into the valley. In such emergen­ 
cies the man of science in possession is rec­ 
ommended to retire to a massive stone tower 
of refuge, with walls of enormous thickness 
which, it is thought, will resist the very worst 
tbe wind funes can do against it Here if 
h e can keep h imself warm, the solitary ¿ rill 
be sa fe until there is a thunder storm 'These 
however, are usual in dirty weather on tto. 
Bonnbhck, so three lightning rods and a 
special lightning proof fence have been added 
to the defenses of the observatory.

furious thing is, that an observer is ‘already 
m training to take possession of this happy 
home.—Bt. J ames’ Gazette.

To p rop erly p resent Paraguay and it» heau- 
tiful little cap ital, Asuncion, is a task some­ 
thing lik e that of p rop erly estimating the 
value of a stout, obstrep erous boy who has 
exhibited p luck and been worsted, but whom 
texture it sure to mak e him a future. 
As we 
steam up in front of the cap ital it ap p ears a t 
Itebast. Lying on a gentle slop e rising 
fro m 
to« bank of the river, the city is seen in every 
•action a t a glance. The white houses, thoogti 
m ayow story high, have the ap p enrnm** of 
thrift In the foreground is the unfinished 
p alace of the tyrant Lop ez. 
It was intended 
to be the best house in the rep ublic. 
Away in the distance one sees the to war « of 
the railroad dep ot, a fine, modern building. 
The railroad runs into the country about forty 
miles. 
The Bp anish American hotel is a 
sup erior building, once a p alace. 
It is built 
around a p uteo. 
Its entrance is stately, with 
large columns. Its p ateo is enriches! with the 
same massive and tasteful p illars. 
We found 
no English here excep t in the cook ing. This 
was a most fortunate p lace to find English, 
with a little Bjwinish of niy own, and with a 
most elaborate and accurate and ready amount 
in my comp anion, Dr. W<xxl. We fared much 1 
better in talk ing with the natives than w® did 
in eating with them.

Exp anse« of a P arliam entary Candid ate 
A most imp ortant p rovision is contained in 
the statute of the 25 and IX) Victoria, chap 
2« : “No p ayment shalFba made by or on la- 
half 
of any 
candidate, 
otherwise than 
through hie authorized agents.” This rule 
•till bolds, and the little p aragrap h is p rac­ 
tically the basis up on which the British elec­ 
tion laws stand. 
When a p erson w ish« to stand for a con- 
stituency, he first secures the services of an 
election agent, through whose hands must 
p ass every p enny sp ent by the candidate to 
» cure his return, who, at the end of the 
camp aign, must account, up on oath, for 
every p enny he has exp ended on behalf of his 
emp loyer. 
Nor are his exp enses cap able of 
indefinite inflation. 
Htatute after statute has 
fixed what shall be p aid by the candidate for 
each step his agent tak es in his behalf. Al­ 
though the allowances, in view of the cheap er 
rate of living in England, are calculated ou 
a most liberal scale, yet almost any candi­ 
date in tiuB country who “gets off ’’ as easily 
ttx bis English brother might 'congratulate 
himself on ids good fortune.—New York 
Sun. 


FIGHTING IN THE WILDERNESS.

SCENES IN THE STIXf.V.TS. 
The streets, running p arallel with the river 
and near it, are sufficiently level to admit of 
the use of wagons. 
There are very few carte 
and no wagons to i» e seen. These carts an» 
drawn by rojies hitched to 
th e girth Of tin* 
horse. 
The nearest ap p roach to a carriage 
was a cart of q uibracha wood, made without 
not even a linchp in of iron, 
are about six inches wide, and the 
hubs twenty inches in diameter. The wheels 
1 he box sets flat <lown>on the axle- 
trm . There are willow work sides to the box 
three feet high, and a corrugated, galvanized 
sheet-iron roof. 
This is drawn by oxen with 
a crossbar tied on the horns. Borne of your 
readers who saw* the Red River -outfit* of the 
half-breeds in the early days will ap p reciate 
the music made by these carte in motion. The 
wheels, 
never 
greased, 
excel 
a 
troup e 
of horse fiddles. 
It is related tlm t one 
man greased his cart wheels and stop p 'd 
the 
noise. 
And 
be 
also 
stop p ed 
his 
cattle. They refused to go in silence. The 
q uibracha cart was the nearest ap p roach to a 
carriage we remember to have seen during 
the days of our stay in the cap ital. 
It is 
owned by a wealthy English gentleman, long 
a resident of the city. 
He k eep s it for the 
comfort and p leasure of his wife and Children. 
Travel in Paraguay, away from the 
rivers, is 
either on ifoot or on horseback . 
The p eop le are chiefly Guarani, or mixed 
Guarani and Sp anish, with very few Sp anish.* 
They are gentle, docile and p leasant in ap ­ 
p earance. The women are the chief mark 
and p roduct of the country. They are comely 
and modest faced. 
Their dress is sp arse, 
adap ted to (the heat of the climate and to 
their p overty. Their dress is intended to con­ 
sist of a white cotton sk irt, stop p ing a little 
above the ank le; a chemise.teith lac*<emhroi- 
dered yok e, op en to the wAXst, and a p ieoe <if 
cotton cloth, not unlik e a sheet, wrap p ed 
about the head and shoulders. 
Thus attired, 
with their black eyes and usually hranette 
faces, they mak e a p icturesq ue ap p earance, 
Many of them are without the sk irt, and 
some « etoiefly p ure Guarani women have only 
the sheet-lik e w rap . 
Then this is worn wrap ­ 
p ed round the body, either over the shoulders 
o r under the arms, covering the body 
A t 
certain hours in the day the streetisfifled 
with these women attending to their mark et- 
ing. They constitute the great mass of the

We saw but one 
the street wearing shoes. 
TH* marriage relation . 
The ladies who comp ose what we call so­ 
ciety are very few, and are dressed and culti­ 
vated after the fashions of Europ e.

them in the entire rep ublic outside of the cap . 
Hal and the nine chief town* 
The women 
greatly exceed the men in number—in the 
whole country more than two to one, in the 
cities soijtetimes twenty to one. They nearly 
all have families. The m arriage « sremony is 
not considered a necessity. It m ay rather be 
called a luxury for the op ulent Not long 
« nee a p rieet, by direction of the authorities 
announced that he would m arry, free of 
cherge, any p ersons who wished the service. 
This offer reached hundreds of families not 
formally married, but not one accep ted the 
ojto. This state of things has been brought 
about by the war and by the high durges

would move forward a few yards, now fall 
bark .

The following is a descrip tion of the p ro- 
cess bv which u bouq uet of flowers can be 
p reserved fresh for a long time: A vessel of 
water is req uired; tbe vessel should be large 
enough to allow the submersion in it of a 
p late or «Iisii holding the bouq uet to be p re- 
sorved and a bell glass to cover the bouq uet. 
The dish or ¡» late should contain no moss or 
other material; the water should be limp id 
and q uite p ure. 
Place the p late at the bot­ 
tom of the water, and on the p late, submerg­ 
ing it, p lace the bouq uet which is maintained 
in an up right jjosition by a weighted base 
p reviously attached to i t 
This being done 
the 1/ouquet is covered with a t*ell glass, the 
Jim of which ought to fit exactly to the flat 
p art of the p late: the bell glass should be en 
tirciy filled with water, and without the 
least Qir bubble. 
Then, all raised together, 
p late, boq uet and bed glass filled with water, 
and p laced on a table, carefully wip ing tbe 
exterior, but leaving on the p late, around the 
base of the bell glass, a little p rovision of 
water which p revents the entrance of air. 
The flowers in this condition will be p re­ 
served in all their freshness for several week s, 
f-ad their beauty is increased by a great num- 
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ford, and a man stationed a t each one. From 
tWs elevated p osition the look outs could com­ 
mand a good view of the custom house and 
1 the town. They were instructed at the first 
indication of an attemp t to haul down the 
Mg to fire their guns. A broadside from the 
Hartford would follow, and this would be the 
signal for the whole fleet to op en fire on the 
city. 
The next day was Sunday. Farragut, who 
was a very religious man, had ordered all 
bands below for p rayers, only the officer of 
toe day aud4thetwo look outs remaining above 
deck . Rain threatened at the time and the 
fusee for igniting the big guns when in p lace 
were exp osed to the w ither. The officer, 
wishing to save the fuses from .being sp oiled.'
